Such was the tenor Friday after­ 
noon as golf tournament leaders 
cleared the books on this year s 
event and launched plans for the 


'third annual Palm Springs Golf 
Clasic, scheduled for Jan. 31 -Feb. 
4. 1962. 
The theme was set by Mayor 
Frank Bogert and Dan Thornton, 
former governor of Colorado, prin­ 
cipal speakers at an El Mirador 
Hotel luncheon program in which 
proceeds of the last tou.ney were 
distributed to charity. 
Bogert struck out at the apathy

Citing light advance 
ticket sales las*, year, he announc­ 
ed that he wanted and planned 
to appoint a committee in Palm 
Springs to push support of the 
classic. 
Gov. Thornton enlarged upon the 
mayor's line of thought by point­ 
ing up that Denver. Colo., officials 
rate the value of their annual op­ 
en golf tourney at about 20 mil­ 


lion dollars.

39 
per cent of all brides and 12 per 
cent of all bridegrooms were in 
their teens. 
In 1950, the figures were 32 and 
7 per cent respectively. 
In turn, a Bureau of the Census 
study showed that the annulment 
and divorce rates are the highest 
and the probability of second and 
third m a r r i a g e s the greatest 
among women wed fur the first 
tim e while they were 19 years o r.

Omaha. Indianapolis and San 
Diego are among the cities per­ 
mitting ma-ried students to stay 
in school, but often exclude them 
from extra-curricular programs.

I )ust ha\e to work and study 
harder 1 1o\ed them all 
So Bobby has thrown himself 
into his school work and strength­ 
ened his determination to become 
an electronics engineer. 
Huddled in Attie 
Bobhv s last view of his foster 
parent* Mr and Mrs. R W Dunn 
and his nine brothers and sisters 
was from a darkened attic in 
their home where the family had 
scught shelter froiu the hurri­ 
cane The water kept rising until 
it was around their waists as they 
huddled together. 
Then a gust of wind or a swell 
collansed the house and separat­ 
ed the family. Bobby was the 
only sufvivor. Somehow he came 
to rest on the roof of the house 
as it floated about in the water 
He clung to it for 30 hours before 
he was rescued.

Wednesdays are generally un­ 
crowded at the state-operated area 
with plenty of room fqf first-come 
first - served hunters. Moreover, 
these Wednesday scattergunners 
have had some excellent shooting, 
taking more limits proportionate­ 
ly than weekend hunters. 
Last Wednesday, for example, 
90 hu.iters took a tota) of 348 wat­ 
erfowl. an average of 3.9 birds 
per man Included in this total 
were 315 ducks, mostly pintail 
with baldpafe. spoonies and green 
wing teal well represented: eight 
ge^e. five snows and t h r e e 
whitc-fronts: and 23 coots, a limit 
taken bv one man who just plain 
likes toots. 
Reports from the Imperial Wat­ 
erfowl Management Area, which 
includes the Wister unit, indicate 
that the waterfowl pooulation has 
built up nicely. An estimated 50­ 
000 ducks are in the area, along 
with about 3 700 geese. 
Most prevalent species of duck 
continues to be pintail, with about 
20 000 on hand. There are also 
Bome 10.000 greenwing teal, 5.000 
widgeon. 3 000 cinnnamon teal. 
2 500 spoonies. and lesser num­ 
bers of other species. 
The goose population includes 
S'vne 2 ooo white-fronted geese. 
1 300 snow geese and about 200 
Canada geese.
